PeouIiarltieB of Pekin. 
The news of the oaoturo of Pekin by the 
Allies imparts additional interest to tho 
peculiarities of that city. A letter from the 

seat of war, in the Paris Moniteur de VArmee 
states that Pekin is built in the form of a 
polygon, its northern portion offering a paral- 
lelogram, and its southern portion a square. 
Il ia surrounded by a turreted wall, with 
towers at short intervals ; outside of this 
wall is a deep ditch, and beyond this en- 
closuie a circle of suburbs, as densely peo- 
pled, as busy, and as compact as Pekin 
itself The capital of China consists, in fact, 
of two cities, the north or Imperial city, and 
the south city. The former is calleii the 
oily of Tartars ; the latter, the city of the 
Chinese. They are separated by a turreted 
wall, and communicate only by three gates, 
for which the middle one in reserved exclu- 
sively for the Emperor. The Tartar city 
contains the palace of the " Son of Heaven," 
(the Eniperoi), a mass of luiildiuKS of every 
size uhd shade— pavilions, pagodas, and 
gardens, cquiilly extensive and indescriba- 
ble, which, il is said, takes a month to go 
over. 

Tho population of Pekin and its suburbs 
exceeds two millions. .Sixteen, gates com- 
municato between the suburbs and the two 

cities within the walls; on either side of 
each gate is a party of soldiers who act as 
policemen. The principal streets, especially 
in Ihe northern portion, are wide and hand- 
some, but the greater part ofboth the towns 
consist of narrow, dirty, crowded lanes, ren- 
.lered yet more disagieable by the nume- 
rous hucksters, traders, and cnokshops, 
estiiblished on tho narrow pavements, 

The Chineio are fond of rareo shows, and 
Pekin contains many exhibitions of puppets, 
learned aninial."i, dancers and conjurors, 
ijiviiig tho town the aspect of an immense 
fair. Il :\\fo contains numerous pagodas 
built of porcelain, painteil in tho grandest 
colors, and surn^onnled by pointed roofs. 
As for the carriages of the Pekin grandees, 
thev are described as resembling " boxes ot 
soiip set upnii wheels," and drawn by o.xen 
hirnessed in the roUfihe.^t possible fashion. 
Pekin contains nothing analogous to the 
handsome pablic buildings wtiicli adorn the 
capitals of Europe. Even tho Imperial 
palaco shows no attempt at architectural 
de'^i-n, and is, like all Chinese erections, a 
mere shapeless agglomeration of walls and 
roofs. / .

country's resources and the administration of 
its nfTairs. 

When we take into oonsideration the salu- 
brity of our climatn, the extent and adapt- 
ability of our soil for agricultural pursuits, 
our mineral wealth, and our j,'eograpliical 
position, llio fact slronyly iinpresses itself 
upon the miii I, tliut if tlio varied re- 
sources whiuli nature li;is placed at our cotn- 
niand— and which only await the Iratisfoan- 
ing iiitliieuous of art, science, and iudiislry, 
to mould tliein iiiti) shape and insure their 
developement, — are embrace. 1 and turneil !i) 
proper account, a brilliant future, — and not 
t'ar distant, ---IS in store for these colonies; 
and tho-a rich viilioys and extensive plains, 
whioh are now the hunting-ground of the 
rod man, will be converted into smiling 
fields, and the happy homes of a thickly- 
settled rural population will lake the places 
where now alone arc seen the dingy; huts 
ot the native' savago. 

Notwithstanding the attempts whi«h have 
been made to create distrust in tho public 
mind abroad as to tho future, and draw un- 
favorabit* comparisons belueun this niul the 
neigUborinu State of Ciilifurnia, exhibiti.ii; 
llio most dismal pictures, and repi'esentiiiL,' 
the climate of this country as '-wretched," 
<• uninvilin;,'," and " intensely cold and dis- 
agreeable," the ri'al liulli is— and the fact is 
admitted by tliu-e whoaro capable of ^'Ivinjj 
a disinterested opininn— tliat tho climate of 
A'ancouver Island, and Ihe neiiiliborin;; col- 
ony of British Culuinbia, instead ol' beiiij; 
so " wreicliedly disagreeable!' as has been 
represented, is, in point of salubrity and 
evenness of leuiperaiure, second to none on 
the Pacific coast. It is true we have, in 
common with our neighbors, tho rainy 
season to contend with, an 1 the conse- 
quent inconveniences arisiu;,' therefrom; 
but these apparent drawbacks — for they 
aro only nppareiil — while they ill a 
ineasu t! mar .^'eneral pleasanlpess 

whicli all experience during tho greater 
portion of the Vfar, are bni nece-saiy fur 
tho-towth and pci leetion of vei;elatii)n, a 
more viyoruus iiia;i Loixl . and the prepara- 
tion of the suil for the labui- ul the husband- 
man. Hence, u hat i- lepie.-ented by our 
couatty's lr,uluce,-s as an intolerable nui- 
sance— ai; unbearable inconvenieiloe — is 
bill a well oidi'.ed and wise decree of Na 
tore, and aliMilnlely es-enlial to our futuca 
success III the pio-ecuiion, more particular- 
ly of agricultural pursuits, lor which our 
country is so well and favwubly adapted. 

As regiirJs the iniiiBral resources of the 
country, they are known to be iiie.\hau8tible, 
anu as varied as Ihey aro rich. As a gold- 
producing country, it justly takes rank 
among the first and wealthiest, as more 
gold is produced, in iirnportiou to our popu- 
lation, than in ('..Inouna or Australia;

here. Cheap lands and good roads are es- 
sential requisites, and if thoso whose duty 
it is to look after tho interests of the coun- 
try would but outer upon the \vork with a 
commendable determination; to .carry those 
objects into practical effect, it is not difficult 
to foresee tho bonoficial results which would 
follow their labors. 

Bv official return.^, lately published in tlio 
I'urt Towrisei.d llcgislci; of the exports from 
that port for the year IStJO, we learn that the

AVhy should wo luiig,er con- 
tiiiuo thus dependent •upon our neigh- 
bors for tho common liecessnrids of 
lifo, when we have a climate as good, lands 
as fertiLo, and natural facilities as great ns 
they pusse.ss, wherewith to supply them? 
Had the representatives of the people been 
as alive to the interests of theic constituents 
as they have undoubtedly been to tbeii own, 
anil the favored few who enjoy their confi- 
dence and patr.innge, the caso would have 
been rasily dillereiil, and the country much 
tb(! better for llii.'ir services. We trust, 
however, that a belter time is coming, and 
tiiat there still e.vists palriulisin enough on 
the part of onr rulers to induce iheiti to put 
their shoulders to the wheel, and with a 
united will .■uid determination, labor to de- 
veloi) the internal resoiitces of the country, 
give a stimulus lo trade, establish commer- 
cial relations abroad, foster and protect local 
enterprise, and thu labors of our own people. 
When, our rulers become imbued with a 
spirit thus to emulate the zeal of their 
neighbors in the work of practical legisla- 
liun, and evince by their acts a desire to see 
the country grow and keep paco with its 
neighbors in the march of progress and 
civilization, the results of so wise a course 
will soon be made manifest by an increase 
ill all the (lemeiits which constitute a 
wealthy, pto.-perous, and growing country, 
aud a happy and contented people.
